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Fire at Milwaukee, 
%20,000,000 Property Destroy- 
ed. 

Milwaukee, Oet. 28.—Scores ef blocks 
of Miiwaukee’s large business firms, toge- 
ther with hundreds of frame houses were 
destroyed by fire to-night. Commencing 
at 5.3 in an oil establistment on East 
Water street, near the river, the flames, 
driven by the fearful hurricane which 
was blowing, spread with rapidity to the 
lake, over half a mile tuthe east. It is 
utterly impossible to estimate the loss 
with any degree of aecuracy. Even a 
complete list of the big busiuess houses 
cannot be obtained, while to these must 
be added the suai] individual losses of 
hundreds of smal property owners whose 
houses and house hold goods have been 
destroyed. As it is the less will probab- 
ly amount te $20,000,009 or $25,000,000. 

The tract burnt is over half a mile east 
and west, anda mile north and south. 
Owing to the hurricane which was blow- 
ing, the fire department was powerless. 
Factories tive to seven stories high, sup- 
posed to be tire prouf, burnt like paper. 
After wiping these out, the fire found 
easy prey, in the scores of blocks filled 
with frame houses. 

Alarms came in every few minutes 
from parts of the city widely separated 
and it is thought that fire bugs helped in 


Acres of land, embracing the great 
manufacturing district of the city have 
been devastated, and now lie a mass of 
smouldering ruins. Almost the entire 
southern division, from East Water 
street tu the lake, has been consumed. 

Farly in the evening when it was seen 
that local fireman could not master the 
Hames telegrams were dispatched tu Chi- 
cago, Racine and nearer cities for aid, al! 
of which responded promptly, bringing 
fire engines and men to assist in fighting 
the fire. 

So far as known only one fireman lost 
his life. He was crushed by a_ falling 
wall. The conaagration is still raging at 
la.m. though pretty well under control.

Awful Disaster. 


One Hundred and Teirteen Pass- 
engers and Seamen 
Drowned. 


Lisbon, Oct. 28.—The Anchor line 
steamship Roumania, Capt. Young, went 
ashore early yesterday merning at the 
mouth of the Arnogea, near Penche, and 
113 of 122. persons on board were lost.

The Cavalry Troop. 


To the Editor, 

Deax Siz,—I understand that the late 
vi it of the popular D. A. G., Lieut.-Coi. 
\ illiers had, for its object the disbandon- 
mant of the old 95th Co. and the estab- 
rehment of a troop cf cavalry in its 
y.ace. Three troops are to be formed, 
viz: at Portage la Prairie, Brandon and 
Virden. These troopsif formed out of 
the proper material, of which there is 
abundance in the province, particularly 
in the places named, should be second to 
no volunteer cavalry in the Dominicn; 
but great care must be taken in getting 
the right matenal. It should be borne 
in mind that it is easy fur clerks in banks, 
offices or stores to join an infantry com- 
pany and do their volunteering well, but 
a cavalry troup it is different. The men 
should be not only used to riding, but 
should be able to ride well, and have a 
horse always at their command. On:e 
in the troep the same horse should at- 
tend drill with the trooper, and in a 
short time he will become almost conver- 
sant with the trumpet calls as his master. 
This all tends to the efficiency of she 
corps and the tempers of the officers, in- 
structors and men, are not constantly 
tried, by the troop being thrown into 
confusion, because of the wretched be- 
havior of some animal who has spent the 
best part of his life at the plough or 
dray, and who has been hired for the few 
hours drill because the trooper has been 
unable to procure one more serviceable. 

That a troop of cavalry can be formed 
in the immediate neighborhood of Bran- 
don there is no doubt, and out of mater- 
ial that should make it very hard to beat 
in any other part of the province. There 
is a large number of young men whose 
farming operations do not appear to mon- 
opvlze a very large portion of their time. 
There are cthers who could easily spare a 
few bours a week. Many of these younZ 
men are good riders. I would suggest 
that the majority should be chosen from 
this class, men who know how to groom 
their horses and also how to put a saddle 
on without giving the anima! a sore back. 
The example to be fol'owed is that of the 
Yeomanry in England, and that stamp 
should be asked 80 join before recruits 
are taken from the city stores, ffices, 
ete. [only make these suggestions 
thinking that they are forthe best and 
for the reason that I should like to see 
the Brandon troop, second to none. 

There is one thing more, I would sug- 
gest, and that ism regard to saddlery. 
The cfticers of the different troops, 
should if possible, 2 commend the gov- 
ernment to adopt the same style of sad- 
dle that is used by the N.W.M-'P.. This 
saddle is much better adapted for this 
country than the English cavalry ene, 
and having no steel about it is much eas- 
ier kept clean.
